Peel Regional Police is 
partnering with the Cana- 
dian Safe Boating Council 
(CSBC) to launch “Opera- 
tion Dry Water”. 


Drinking and boating ac- 
counts for approximately 
40% of boating related fa- 
talities on Canadian water- 
ways. 


With the summer boating 
season in high gear, the 


August long weekend is the 
perfect time to remind Ca- 
nadian boaters about the 
risks of impaired boating. 
Combined with sun, wind, 
waves and the rocking mo- 
tion of the boat, the effects 
of alcohol on the water can 
be greatly increased. 


Peel Regional Police are 
raising attention about the 
problem of boating un- 
der the influence, and are 
reminding boaters not to 
drink and boat. 


Federal statutes dictate 
that, whether or not your 
craft is motorized, you can 


be charged with Impaired 
Operation of a vessel un- 
der the Criminal Code of 
Canada if your blood alco- 
hol level exceeds the .08 
threshold. 


This means you can be 
charged, even if you are im- 
paired while operating a ca- 
noe, and a judge is able to, 
upon conviction, suspend 
your boating privileges as 
well as impose other relat- 
ed sanctions. . 


The initiative is made pos- 
sible through the support of 
Transport Canada’s Office 
of Boating Safety.

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Diversity Push nets NDP’s Singh a 
Fundraising Haul

Brampton’s Jagmeet 
Singh is leading the fund- 
raising parade in his plan to 
become leader of the federal 
NDP, showing that his ef- 
forts to broaden the party’s 
base could be paying off. 

Financial reports filed this 
week with Elections Canada 
for the April-June quarter 
show the  Bramalea-Go- 
re-Malton MPP has raised 
$353,944 since joining the 
race to replace Tom Mulcair 
in mid-May. 

Northern Ontario MP 
Charlie Angus raised 
$123,574, while Manito- 
ba MP Niki Ashton raised 
$70,124 and Quebec MP 
Guy Caron made $46,970. 

British Columbia MP Pe- 
ter Julian raised $28 673 
before he dropped out of 
the race about a month ago, 
leaving Singh and the three 


other candidates to fight it 
out ahead of the October 
vote. 

The numbers reflect the 
progress of Singh’s cam- 
paign strategy of broaden- 
ing the party’s membership 
-- especially in the Sikh 
community around the GTA 
and Metro Vancouver areas. 

That’s where about 90 
per cent of Canada’s Sikh’s 
live, including more than 
125,000 in Peel Region. 

“T am very proud of what 
our team was able to accom- 
plish in our first six weeks of 
the campaign,” said Singh 
on his campaign website. 
“We are building the re- 
sources to grow our party. 
Our fundraising numbers 
show how the NDP can take 
on the Liberals and Conser- 
vatives in 2019.” 

Singh is a Canadian-born 
38-year old son of Sikh im- 
migrants who came to Can- 


ada from the Punjab region 
of northern India. He was 
a triallawyer before being 
elected to the Ontario leg- 
islature in 2011 and is cur- 
rently the provincial party’s 
deputy leader and the first 
turban-wearing Sikh politi- 
cian in Ontario legislature 
history. 

He has run a campaign 
focused on inclusion and 
social and economic justice 
for all Canadians -- a tradi- 
tional NDP brand -- but has 
come under fire from other 
leadership rivals for his plan 
to reform seniors’ pensions. 

He has pledged that a 
Singh-led government will 
implement the Canada Se- 
niors Guarantee that would 
combine a number of exist- 
ing seniors’ benefits into a 
single, income-tested ben- 
efit. This includes Old Age 
Security (OAS), the Guar- 
anteed Income Supplement 


(GIS), the Age Credit, and 
the Pension Income Credit. 

By adding the Age Cred- 
it and the Pension Income 
Credit, Singh says it would 
add $4 billion to core ben- 
efits provided by OAS-GIS. 
While that would help boost 
payments to low and middle 
income seniors, critics say it 
would cut payment to richer 
seniors. 


On his website, Singh’s 
noted his fundraising num- 
bers show he is attracting 
new supporters for the NDP. 
Across reference of address, 
name, and postal code with 
Elections Canada donor re- 
cords, show that about three 
quarters of Singh’s 1,517 do- 
nors have never before given 
to Canada’s NDP.

Brampton’s notorious 
“Big Blue Monster” is final- 
ly going under the wrecker’s 
ball — and it can’t happen 
fast enough for nearby res- 
idents. 

“We're glad to see it come 
down, because it’s been 
nothing but a hazard,” said 
Charles Bee, an elderly re- 
tiree who lives a few doors 
down. 

Bee says 443 Centre 
Street has been an eyesore 
for about five years, ever 
since the former bungalow 
there became the site of a 
6,600 square foot, half-fin- 
ished ‘monster home’. 

“There have been home- 
less people living in there. 
There have been all sorts 
of animals living there. The 
police came one day and 
found three dogs living 
there. We're just glad to see 
it come down and get rid of 
it.”

Bee wasn’t alone in his 
sentiment. Local politicians 
have been getting an earful 
ever since the owner of the 
home, Ahmed Elbasiouni, 
was granted a building per- 
mit to redevelop the proper- 
ty. 
That was in 2012. By 
the time the city realized it 
screwed up in issuing the 
building permit, “Big Blue” 
was well on the way to be- 
coming the monstrosity 
neighbours say it is. 

Since 2013, it has been 
trying to get the permit re- 
voked, but the matter has 
been mired in a legal and 
bureaucratic mess ever 
since. 

The city and courts or- 
dered Elbasiouni to either 
demolish “Big Blue,” bring 
it in compliance with zon- 
ing bylaws or get approval 
from the committee of ad- 
justments. 

Regional Councillor 
Elaine Moore said what ev- 


ery councillor is no doubt 
thinking. 

“We are all relieved that 
the owner has acted swift- 
ly to comply with the court 
ordered demolition,  sig- 
nalling to the city and the 
neighbourhood that much 
welcomed closure on this 
matter has begun.” 


The matter remains a le- 
gal headache, however. El- 
basiouni claims he complied 
with the city’s size bylaws 
and accuses the city of mis- 
leading the courts. 

Regardless of who is 
eventually blamed for the le- 
gal debacle, Bee says council 
ultimately has to wear it. 


“They shouldn’t have is- 
sued the permits to start 
with,” he said. “Ill be glad 
when it’s down in the 
ground.” 

He doesn’t have much 
longer to wait, as the demo- 
lition on “Big Blue” is on.

Wage hike could spur the underground economy

Auto parts giant Magna 
International Inc. has come 
out squarely against Ontar- 
io’s proposed new minimum 
wage policy, but to my mind 
that opposition won’t make 
any difference. 

The first instalment of the 
minimum wage will rise to 
$14 an hour next 

Jan. 1 from the current 
$11.40 because the Liber- 
als who designed the plan 
will still be in power come 
the New Year. However, the 
second hike—to $15 slated 
to come into effect Jan. 1, 
2019— could be delayed or 
cancelled if the pro-business 
PCs win next June’s elec- 
tion as polls show they are 
poised to do. 

The Tories have criticized 
the new minimum wage 
as “too fast and too quick” 
for Ontario’s job creators, 


knowing that the small busi- 
ness community that are 
bedrock PC supporters is 
firmly against the hike. 

The stark opposition by 
Magna, Canada’s largest 
auto parts maker, reflects 
the fears in the corporate 
world about the rising cost 
of doing business in On- 
tario. Magna has 22,000 
workers in the province, 
including hundreds in Peel 
Region, and has complained 
for years about the rising 
cost of power in Ontario. 

On top of rising electricity 
and wage costs, businesses 
like Magna also face higher 
payroll charges down the 
road as the Canada Pension 
Plan expansion bites into 
their bottom line in a few 
years. And don’t forget the 
impact of the carbon tax 
that went into effect Jan. 
1, hiking everyday costs for 
consumers and businesses 
across the board. 

That’s why any future 


Ontario government should 
seriously consider offsetting 
the impact of the minimum 
wage hike on companies. 
It can do that by lowering 
small business taxes, boost- 
ing payroll cost credits or 
providing adjustment sub- 
sidies to companies facing 
rapidly rising labour costs. 
There should be more tax 
money in the tiller to pay 
for this since workers will 
be earning more and gen- 
erating higher taxes for the 
government. 

Overall, the delicate bal- 
ance between business and 
labour should be main- 
tained without swings that 
favour one side or the other. 
The Liberals’ pro-worker 
policy may sound like a good 
idea at a time of precarious 
work and lost public faith in 
corporations after the Great 

Recession, but such a pol- 
icy could create unintended 
consequences—fewer jobs, 
weaker companies and a 


less competitive economy. 

It also runs the risk of ex- 
panding the underground 
economy as workers seek 
to work under the table at 
wages below the minimum 
wage and away from the 
prying eyes of regulators. 
Look what has happened 
in the United States where 
undocumented workers toil 
in the cash-only economy at 
sub-standard wages, push- 
ing down wages for all poor- 
er Americans. 

In a bigger sense, the 
minimum wage debate has 
always been more about 
politics than economics. 
In 2014, the Liberals hiked 
the minimum wage to $11 
an hour from $10.25 and 
indexed it to inflation. They 
didn’t push for a higher rate 
at the time to avoid alien- 
ating business groups but 
the government promised 
labour a sweeping review of 
workplace standards laws. 

That review led to the 


$15 minimum wage policy 
and other proposed chang- 
es to help workers stuck in 
increasingly precarious em- 
ployment. 

It also reflected Premier 
Kathleen Wynne’s decision 
to push the party further left 
and lure votes that would 
normally go to the NDP. 

That strategy paid off 
for the Liberals in the 2014 
vote— helping them chalk 
up a majority government— 
but a similar feat may prove 
more difficult to pull off in 
2018. 

The minimum wage boost 
to $15 reflects a broader fail- 
ure of sorts since the Lib- 
erals have been unable to 
boost growth in the econo- 
my enough to raise general 
wage levels for all workers— 
not just those with top skills 
that are in demand. Still, the 
provincial economy is doing 
a lot better than in 2014, 
with a 5.8 per cent jobless 
rate that’s the lowest in 16 


years and a more divers 
employment base. 

Locally, a minimum wag 
hike will add costs acros: 
the board. For the 

City of Mississauga, tha 
means $2 million in risin 
labour costs over two years 
Brampton and _  Caledo 
will also see higher cost: 
for their affected workers 
mostly part-time or season 
al employees. 

For many small manufac 
turers, retailers and hote 
operators, labour costs wil 
rise and businesses acros: 
Peel Region will feel th 
pinch to their bottom line. 

Yet with offsetting adjust 
ment policies by the prov 
ince there may be hope i 
future that everyone can ad 
just to the new reality with 
out serious economic harm.

Graffiti Prevention & Control Tips from Peel Regional Police 


People who write graffi- 
ti see the world as a very 
different place from those 
who don't. 


As uncontrolled = graffi- 
ti can start a cycle of fear 
and decay, it is important 
that people have a basic 
understanding of graffiti 
and know the best ways to 
control it. 


Tagging Vs. Writing 


Most graffiti is the work 
of “taggers” and “writers”. 
Taggers engage in the most 
basic forms of graffiti, 
which generally involves a 
personal, stylized (difficult 
to read) signature. Taggers 
are generally motivated 
to get their signature (or 
tag), “up” as many times as 
possible. Tags within our 
Region, are seldom gang 
related. 


Writers are generally re- 
sponsible for the more ar- 
tistic forms of graffiti. Graf- 
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fiti writers often work in 
small groups called crews 
and have been known to 
take significant risks for 
the purpose of displaying 
their ’art’ in highly visible 
spots. Writers can be com- 
petitive amongst them- 
selves, which can result in 
the proliferation of graffiti. 


Control Is Important 


James Q. Wilson, the 
author of the Broken 
Windows Theory, stated: 
“What really made people 
afraid in cities and con- 
cerned about their welfare, 
was not the crimes they 
saw or heard about, but 
also the physical and so- 
cial signs they saw around 
them, registering a break- 
down in society”. 


Unauthorized graffiti, 
while often unreported, 
is a Criminal Offence that 
annually costs taxpayers 
hundreds of thousands of 


dollars, defaces structures 
and vehicles, results in 
the cancellation of school 
programs when funds are 
spent removing § graffiti, 
generates fear, and leads 
to more serious crime. 


Aside from the obvious 
economic costs and loss 
of social and economic 
activity, undesired and 
unremoved graffiti sends 
a strong message, that 
private property is not re- 
spected and no one really 
cares. In order to correct 
this perception, it is vital 
that you clear graffiti from 
your property as soon as 
possible in the event it 
happens. 


Graffiti is contrary to the 
community’s property 
standards by-law and, if 
not removed, may result 
in a visit from your local 
property standards officer 
and an order issued to re- 


move it. 


Graffiti should never be 
confused as an issue of art; 
it is an issue of permission. 


Graffiti Prevention 


The best way to prevent 
graffiti is to never let it 
happen. This is best ac- 
complished at the design 
stage by using textured 
surfaces or limiting the 
surfaces available to write 
on. 


No: 


Where the environment 
has been already built, 
graffiti is best prevented by 
ensuring proper mainte- 
nance and the strategic use 
of plant materials, murals, 
and (where circumstances 
dictate) protective coat- 
ings over walls. 


For best results, ivies and 
plant species with thorns 
should be used. Avoid 
large plantings where they 
block sightlines around 
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windows and doors, or 
create hidden spots next to 
walkways.

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High anxiety for travellers, as agents grapple with “irritating” Pearson Airport strike

A baggage handler 
strike at Pearson Inter- 
national is having min- 
imal impact on airport 
operations early on, but 
its adding stress to the 
busy summer travel sea- 
son. 


The dispute involving 
hundreds of ground crew 
workers is being called 
an “irritant”, as agents 
grapple with a flood of 
calls from travellers wor- 
ried about delays, says 
an industry spokesman. 


“For sure, they’re get- 
ting questions from 
travellers, and for sure 
they’re servicing them 
with white gloves to 
make sure travel ar- 
rangements are as seam- 
less and undisturbed as 
possible,” said Marco 
Pozzobon, spokesperson 
for the Association of Ca- 
nadian Travel Agencies. 


“[They] help them nav- 
igate through that situa- 
tion. ‘Hey, I hear there’s 
chaos at Pearson. Is my 
flight delayed?’ They’re 


the resource for that. 
That’s what a_ travel 
agent does for their cli- 
ents,” he said. 


Seven-hundred __ bag- 
gage handlers and oth- 
er workers at Toronto’s 
Pearson Airport walked 
off the job Thursday 
night, complicating life 
for travellers. 

Unionized workers vot- 
ed overwhelmingly to re- 
ject the offer from Swis- 


ee ee 


sport. 


The union has picket 
lines set up around Ter- 
minal 3 and a cargo ter- 
minal near Swissport’s 
offices. 


Pearson Airport has 
warned travellers some 
flights could be affected, 
and is urging travellers 
to check their flight sta- 
tus before leaving home. 


On Friday afternoon, 
Pearson released a state- 
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ment saying there is 
a contingency plan in 
place to deal with labour 
disputes. 


“That plan deals with 
public safety in airport 
facilities, working to 
ensure that roadways, 
parking garages and ter- 
minals are operating as 
smoothly as possible for 
airport passengers,” a 
Pearson representative 
said. 


As of Friday afternoon, 
Pearson reported no sig- 
nificant delays in their 
operations. 


Teamsters Local 419 
says it expects the labour 
stoppage to eventually 
undermine airport oper- 
ations, adding that man- 
agers and replacement 
workers were loading 
aircrafts and doing other 
union jobs. 


Pozzobon says, despite 


the added “irritation”, 
the dispute would not 
have any real impact on 
the willingness of people 
to travel. 


“You know what, as Ca- 
nadians we're travelling. 
We're going no matter 
what,” he said. 


The Association of Ca- 
nadian Travel Agencies 
has 1,500 members em- 
ploying 12,000 workers.

A civil rights watch- 
dog is petitioning the 
Attorney General to drop 
criminal action against 
a Mississauga man 
charged with promoting 
hatred. 

The online petition, 
which was created by The 
Ontario Civil Liberties 
Association, addresses 
Yasir Naqvi directly in 
asking him to “retract 
your consent for crimi- 
nal proceedings against 
Kevin Johnston.” 

Last week, Peel Po- 
lice charged 45-year-old 
Kevin J. Johnston with 
violating section 319 (2) 
of the Criminal Code of 
Canada, the ‘Wilful Pro- 
motion of Hatred.’ 

Johnston is suspected 
of posting video material 
on social media sites that 
promotes hatred against 
Muslims. 

Police conducted a 
five-month investigation 
into Johnston’s activities 
before seeking the attor- 
ney general’s consent, 
which is required before

police could proceed 
with the charge. 

Attorney General 
Naqvi’s office says the 
Minister cannot com- 
ment about a matter be- 
fore the courts. 

The charge drew the 
ire of both the Canadi- 
an Civil Liberties Asso- 
ciation and the OCLA, 
which called the police 
action ‘dangerous.’ 

“The danger is you’d 
be putting somebody in 
jail for no valid reason 
that is recognized in a 
democratic society, and 
that’s pretty serious,” 
said Denis Rancourt of 
the OCLA. 

“If the state starts do- 
ing that, disregards in- 
ternational law, you start 
putting people in jail, 
you might as well not 
have a democracy,” he 
told the Peel Daily News. 

In it’s online campaign 
literature, the OCLA 
states, “No one in Can- 
ada should be jailed or 
criminally prosecuted 
for thoughts, inferred at- 
titudes or speech, in the 


absence of proven inten- 
tion to have demonstra- 
bly caused actual harm 
to an identified person. 
Victimless crimes are an- 
tithetical to democracy.” 

The OCLA is also criti- 
cal of the way the process 
appears stacked against 
an accused person. 

“At the Government’s 
whim, the accused is 
confronted with the dis- 
proportionate legal re- 
sources of the Crown, 
and the investigative 
resources of the police — 
who will typically make 
a home-invasive seizure 
of all storage and com- 
munication equipment 
and agreements (mobile 
phones, computers, ac- 
count statements, stored 
emails, books, etc.). 

The arrested individ- 
ual must apply for bail 
release. If released from 
custody, bail conditions 
can include a partial or 
total gag order about the 
proceedings and about 
the impugned expres- 
sion.”

Parlaying a Love of Running into a 


Political Career 
Mississauga MP a lifelong champion of physical activity

Going out for a morning 
run is way to relieve stress, 
free your mind and give 
your body a great work out. 

For Mississauga East — 
Cooksville MP Peter Fonse- 
ca, it was a segway to a blos- 
soming political career. 

As a young boy who immi- 
grated from Lisbon, Portu- 
gal at the age of two, Fonseca 
quickly became interested 
in running while growing up 
in the community of Little 
Portugal in Toronto. 

He attended St. Mikes 
College, where he excelled 
in track and cross country. 
Not only was he fleet of foot, 
but he also had a quick mind 
and an amiable personality. 
NCAA schools came call- 
ing and he eventually chose 
University of Oregon on a 
full-ride athletic scholar- 
ship. 

As one of the most pres- 
tigious running schools in 
the country, it has devel- 
oped many top runners and 
coaches. The late great Steve 
Prefontaine competed for 
the University of Oregon un- 
der the watchful eye of Hall 
of Fame Coach and Nike 
founder Bill Bowerman. 

Under the coaching wing 
of former Olympic medalist 
Bill Derringer, Peter became 
a formidable competitor at 
several distances. He com- 
peted at middle and long 
distance track races, as well 
as cross country and the 
half-marathon. 

His personal best times 
were 13:51 in the 5000m, 
28:51 in the 10,000m and 
1:02:50 in the half-mara- 
thon. 

After graduation, Peter 
continued his running ca- 
reer, eventually moving up 
to the full marathon. His 
first go at this distance was 
the LA Marathon in 1990, 
where he ran a spectacular 
2:12:08.

This time got him no- 
ticed on the world marathon 
stage, and it was not long 
before he was considered 
one of the sports elites. 

Over the next several 
years, he competed in a 
number of marathons in- 
cluding New York, Houston, 
and Toronto, where he won 
the event in 1997. 

He was the #1 ranked Ca- 
nadian men’s marathoner 
for 7 years with a personal 
best time of 2:11:34, which 
places him 8th all time for 
Canadian men. He achieved 
this on a training regime 
that comprised an average 
weekly mileage of 90-120 
miles a week. 

In 1996, he competed for 
Canada in the Atlanta Olym- 
pics, finishing 21st overall 
with a time of 2:17:28. 

After Peter retired from 
elite running, he focused on 
a career in quality assurance 
but maintained his love of 
running and sports. 

He volunteered to be part 
of the 2008 Toronto Olym- 
pic bid. It was a chance 
meeting with bid Chairman 
Bob Richardson that led 
to an unplanned entry into 
politics. 

After delivering an inspir- 
ing speech on the virtues 
of staging the Olympics, he 
was approached by Richard- 
son, who asked if he would 
like to run. 

“T thought he was asking 
me if I wanted to get back 
into road racing,” quipped 
Fonseca, “but he was actual- 
ly asking me if I would like 
to run for public office.” 

“T had never considered 
it, but Bob convinced me to 
meet with now-retired pol- 
itician Greg Sorbara. The 
rest is history. Greg really 
made me believe I could do 
it and win,” states Fonse- 
ca. “He mentored me and 
gave the tips and tools that 
I needed to win.” 


Fonseca used his disci- 
pline and work ethic honed 
as a marathoner to run a 
victorious campaign for the 
Mississauga East MPP seat 
in the Ontario Legislature in 
2003. 

He soundly defeated in- 
cumbent PC Carl De-Faria 
by 3000 votes. In 2007, he 
was appointed minister of 
Tourism and _ Recreation, 
and in 2008, Minister of La- 
bour. 

One of the accomplish- 
ments Fonseca is most 
proud of during his tenure 
as MPP was the creation of 
a fund called Daily Physical 
Activity (DPA). This fund 
promotes daily exercise at 
school, which can help to al- 
leviate lifestyle related con- 
ditions such as type 2 diabe- 
tes and obesity. 

In December 2010, Fon- 
seca resigned as MPP to 
concentrate his efforts on 
running for federal Liberal 
office in Mississauga East. 
Peter was defeated by PC 
Candidate Wladyslaw Lizon 
by a mere 676 votes. 

Discouraged but  un- 
daunted, he ran again in 
2015 and won the seat as 
the Trudeau Liberals swept 
through Mississauga. 

When asked if could 
draw a comparison between 
sports and politics, he re- 
sponded with a resounding 
yes. 

“Elite sports are all about 
winning and setting re- 
cords,” states Fonseca. 
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“When people see athletes 
win championships and 
break records, they get ex- 
cited because they are wit- 
nessing a moment in human 
history.” 

“Something that has nev- 
er been done before. In my 
role as federal politician, we 
have succeeded in advanc- 
ing the role of women in 
society, breaking down bar- 
riers for minorities and the 
disabled. These are issues 
that make our country a bet- 
ter place to live, and that is 
just as exciting as watching 
a world record athletic per- 
formance,” added Fonseca. 

“Tt is great being part 
of the Trudeau liberals. 
Trudeau’s charisma has cre- 
ated a new sense of pride 
for Canada. The Canada 
brand is shining again and 
on the rise. Unemployment 
is down, job creation is up 
and the dollar is on the rise. 
Canada is seen as a place to 
be on the world stage,” adds 
Fonseca. 

Fonseca is also quick to 
credit his happy family life 
as part of his success as a 
politician. Peter met his wife 
Christine at a U of T party 
and they married in 2003. 
The couple reside in Mis- 
sissauga with two children. 
Christine Fonseca is a Ward 
3 Mississauga city council- 
lor, first elected in 2010 and 
re-elected in 2014. When 
not working, Peter enjoys 
golf, running and taking his 
children to summer camps.

Three Steelheads 
Skate at the World 
Junior Summer 
Showcase! 


As July transitions into 
August, 32 OHL players 
are in Plymouth, Michigan 
to represent their country 
at the 2017 World Junior 
Summer Showcase, a test- 
ing ground for the 2018 
IIHF World Junior Hockey 
Championship in Decem- 
ber. 

A total of 20 OHL players 
are representing Canada in 
the six team showcase that 
includes two squads from 
both Canada and the United 
States, as well as Scandina- 
vian rivals in Finland and 
Sweden. 

The event serves as an 
audition for players seeking 
to represent their country at 
the 2018 ITHF World Junior 
Hockey Championship in 
Buffalo, New York from De- 
cember 26, 2017 to January 
5, 2018. 

Of the 57 CHL players 
participating, 32 are from 
the Ontario Hockey League, 
23 are from the Western 
Hockey League and two are 
from the Quebec Major Ju- 
nior Hockey League. 

In total, 116 of the 144 
players set to take part in the 
week-long showcase have 
been drafted or signed by an 
NHL club, including 65 who 
were first or second round 
selections. 

The final three days of the 
showcase will be televised 
on TSN and NHL Network, 
beginning on Wednesday, 
August 2 with Canada-Fin- 
land at 1 p.m. Eastern time 
and USA-Sweden at 4 p.m. 
EST. On Friday, August 
4, fans will see Sweden vs. 
Canada at 1 p.m. and Fin- 
land vs. USA at 4 p.m. TSN 
and NHL Network’s cover- 
age concludes with two of 
the biggest rivalry games in 
the sport on Saturday, with

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Meditation 101 - Breath Control Exercises

It is strange to think that 

we need to “control” our 
breath, because the most 
natural thing our body does 
is breathe. 


We could only live a few 
moments if we stopped 
breathing. It is the “link to 
life”. It is also the hardest 
thing to try and control. 


When you start to do 
breathing exercises, it is 
difficult to think of altering 
the “link to life”. To think 
that you would want to con- 
trol the breath is scary but 
to control the breath adds 
a dimension to your medi- 
tations. There is much writ- 
ten about the breath for this 
same reason. 


The taking of a breath in- 
volves trust. Trust to know 
that you can take another 
breath and to keep breath- 
ing. Here are some simple 
exercises you can do to help 
you start to be able to con- 
trol your breath. 


Count so you can judge 
how long you are taking 
with each breath. As you go 
along, increase the count. 
Also counting incorporates 
your mind and gives it 
something to do as you are 
breathing. 


Try this - take a complete 
breath and then take anoth- 
er counting as you inhale 
and then exhale. The length 
of the breath will usually 
be longer when you count 
because you are measuring 
your breath. 


1. Cleansing Breath: Take 
quick sniffs of air while 
counting from 1 to 3. Sniff 
in 1, sniff in 2, sniffin 3, and 
sniff out your breath using 
the same method, although 
you should use a count up 
to 4. 

Always exhale longer than 
inhaling. Be aware of the 
movement of your ribs 
when you do this. This in- 
corporates your mind and 
the quick energy of the 
sniffs makes your stomach 
muscles and diaphragm 
work harder. 


On the exhale, pull your 
tummy muscles in pushing 
the air out. Increase the 
count to 8 in and 12 out. 


2. Nostril Breath: Inhale a 
slow nostril breath in to a 
count of 4 and hold at the 
top. Exhale slowly to 8 and 
hold at the bottom. Hold at 
the top and bottom of your 
breath a little longer each 
time. 


At first it might be only a 


short time, but practice to 
keep it held for longer pe- 
riods. Practice pulling your 
tummy in at the end of the 
exhalation and keep the 
pelvis tucked on the hold. 


(if you have problems 
with holding your breath or 
stopping your breath while 
sleeping, practice this to 
teach your body and mind 
to begin breathing again af- 
ter a short pause.) 


Work on the stop and start 
of this breath so your mind 
gets used to starting your 
breath again easily. Make 
yourself relax into the pro- 
cess. 


3. Sighing Breath: Inhale 
and exhale on a deep sigh. 
Tighten your tummy at the 
end of the sigh and make a 
long sigh sound — the lon- 
ger and deeper the better. 


Let the vibration of the 


sound go deep into your 
lungs. 


4. Tummy Breath: So often 
I have heard about drop- 
ping the breath down to 
the tummy area behind the 
belly button, but I couldn’t 
figure out why that was im- 
portant. 


An article I read lately de- 

scribed the fact that this 
breath is connected to the 
belly button because of the 
umbilical cord. The umbil- 
ical cord was our first ex- 
change of energy and our 
connection to all that we 
needed to give us life. 


Lay your hand gently on 
your belly button area, and 
breathe softly into this area. 
Another way is to touch 
your forefinger and thumb 
together and place your 
hands on your tummy area 
with the area between your 
joined fingers surrounding 


your belly button. 

Lay several minutes 
breathing softly into the 
belly button area.

Since 1984, she has 
worked in the archives of 
the Region of Peel (now 
the Peel Art Gallery, Mu- 
seum and _ Archives), 
which collects, preserves 
and makes accessible the 
rich history of this area.

The Mosaic International 
South Asian Film Festival 
(MISAFF) kicks off its sixth 
year next weekend, August

Ranging from love stories 
to explorations of art and 
ancestry, this year’s festival 
is sure to provide some- 
thing for everyone. 

Among the 13 films, 15 
shorts and 4 documentaries 
being presented are works 
from South Africa, Trinidad 
and the United Kingdom, 
works focusing on Indige- 
nous and LGBT issues and 
much more. 

The event has been a 
labor of love for co-found- 
ers Anya Mckenzie and 
Arshad Khan, who started 


the festival in 2012 to put 
Mississauga on the map as 
a world-class destination 
for South Asian film. Since 
then, they've seen MISAFF 
grow by leaps and bounds, 
representing a broad array 
of talent and culture.

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Canadian Arabic Orchestra kicks 
off inaugural festival

The Canadian Arabic Or- 
chestra (CAO) kicked off its 
inaugural Festival of Arabic 
Music & Arts (FAMA) re- 
cently with a launch event 
held in Mississauga last 
week, featuring a full com- 
plement of entertaining 
performers. 

The launch was the pre- 
lude to a series of events 
and performances that will 
be held throughout Missis- 
sauga, Brampton and To- 
ronto from Oct. 28 - Nov. 
12. 

The festival will include 
free and ticketed events 
with more than 100 local 
and international artists 
performing at various ven- 
ues. 

Organizers with the fes-
